Father of slain son wants answers 


Has been waiting for more than eight years

Didsbury resident Allan Berdahl said when he 
received a phone call on Dec. 17 from the RCMP 
telling him an arrest had been made in the murder 
of hLs son more than eight years ago, he thought it 
was a scam. 

And he was shocked to hear his slain son’s friend 


is the man accused of murdering him. 

“It was a strange turn of events because we didn't 
really suspect anybody and we didn’t suspect hint 
because any time we had seen him he was always 
polite jutd always nice to us," said Berdahl. 

Forty-nine-year-old Russell Steven Tessier of 
Calgary has been charged with first-degree murder in 
the death of Allan Gerald Berdahl -known to friends 
;uid huitily as Gerry - whose body was found near a 


gravel road east of Carstairs on March 16, 2007. 

Investigators from the “K" Division RCMP histor¬ 
ical homicide unit arrested ;utd charged Tessier on 
Dec. 17. 

Allan and Gerry's stepmother Janet say Tessier 
was friendly and recalled a time when he brought 
over coffee ;ind donuts after Allan’s mother passed 
away.

Tessier appeared by closed cir¬ 
cuit TV from the Calgary Remand 
Centre before Judge Patricia 
Mcllhargey in Didsbury court on 
Dec. 21. 

During the five-minute court 
appearance, the charge against 
Tessier was read to the accused 
for the first time. 

Wearing a prison-issue blue 
overall, Tessier appeared to be 
paying attention to proceedings, 
answering several questions from 
the judge. 

Asked when he plans to make a 
bail application, the accused said. 


“As soon as possible.” 

Asked if he had any questions 
for the count, Tessier said, “I 
believe it’s pretty straight forward 
.at this time.” 

The Crown prosecutor told the 
judge that the accused “definite¬ 
ly needs to get in contact with 
defence (counsel)” and that there 
will be “several volumes of disclo¬ 
sure" in the case. 

Tessier, who remains in cus¬ 
tody, will be back in Didsbury 
court on Jan. 4. 


A 49-year-old Calgary man facing 
a first-degree murder charge in 
the killing of a man found dead 
outside Carstairs more than eight 
years ago will be back in Didsbury 
provincial court early next month. 

Russell Steven Tessier was 
arrested and charged on Dec. 17 in 
the death of Allan Gerald Berdahl, 
36, whose body was discovered by 
bystanders on Rge. Rd. 28.2 just 
north of Highway 581 on March 
16, 2007.

Allan said he feels relieved now 
that there has been an arrest, even 
though it’s more than eight years 
later. He is grateful the RCMP units 
never stopped trying. 

“We thought they’d stopped and 
given up on it but they had been 
working on it diligently,” he said, 
adding he can't thank them enough. 

“They made it happen.” 

.Allan said after the murder in 2007 
he became worried for his other 
three children - a son and two 
daughters - because he didn’t know 
who the killer was or what they 
were after. 

“We were always fearful when 
they went out that something would 
happen to them," said Janet. 

“In a lot of ways this now brings 
relief and gives us a bit of closure. 
It was frustrating because after a 
time period you feel like this is never 
going to be solved, this person has 
gotten away with it. 

“We did lose hope. In fact we 
hadn’t heard anything for the last 
two years and we just thought it's 
a cold case, it’s not going to get 
solved. And then out of the blue we 
got the phone call.” 

Allan said he didn't always have 
the best relationship with his son, 
although it was getting better before 
he died. The last time he saw him

reason for it all. It shouldn't have 
happened," he said. 

“It’s hard to understand what goes 
through a person’s mind when they 
decide they’re going to take a life.

“We sat down ;utd had a couple of 
drinks, reminisced, did some talk¬ 
ing, father-son type stuff.

“Last thing I saw was when I was 
driving away arid I could see in my 
rearview mirror him going across 
the street to where he was staying 
at that time That was the last time I 
saw him.” 

He remembers feeling shocked, 
surprised, sad and mad after finding 
out his son had been murdered

He was bom and raised in Calgary, 
was the oldest of four, worked in 
mechanics, loved karaoke and want¬ 
ed to be a chef at one point. 

But they say he went a different 
direction when he got older and got 
involved with different people. They 
were hoping his new job would steer 
him in the right direction. 

“Was he a perfect kid? No. And 
we're not going to glorify him as 
being, you know, the college preppy 
kid. He wasn’t. He had his issues 
and he had his problems at the time 
that he died and we have to kind of 
accept that that would have been 
something that may have lead to his 
death,” said Allan. 

He said in a way he feels like he 
failed and has always wondered if 
there was something he could have 
done to prevent his son’s death. 

“The saddest part about this whole 
thing right now is that it's not just 
Gerry that was a victim; it’s us and 
the whole family, because we’ve got 
to live through this thing again,” he 
said. “And now Russ' family has got 
to go through and live through this 
whole process. They’re victims of 
the whole thing as well as to what 
took place back then.” 

He said they plan to attend as 
many court dates as possible and 
want answers.

26th annual Canadian Youth Against Impaired Driving conference to be 

held in Calgary in April

Students at Hugh Sutherland School 
want to put an end to drinking and 
driving and are rinsing money to attend 
the 26"' annual Canadian Youth Against 
Impaired Driving conference. 

Sydni Brix, a member of the Double 
Trouble team that is a registered chap¬ 
ter of SADI) (Students Against Drank 
Driving) for senior high students oper¬ 
ated out of the school, said she knows 
people who have been affected by 
impaired driving. 

“It’s a big deal. Drinking and driv¬ 
ing happens a lot. It’s one of the main 
causes of death in Canada and it needs 
to be stopped,” said Brix. 

She hasn’t attended a national con¬ 
ference before but has attended three 
provincial conferences and says they 
are extremely beneficial. 

“The experience of it is just so amaz¬ 
ing. And then when you get back from 
them you’ve got all these ideas,” she 
said. 

“And it’s all because when you're at 
the conference you get to talk to other 
people around Alberta that have done 
certain things that they have benefited 
from and have been a success and then 
we can go imd take that into our com¬ 
munity.” 

Double Trouble team members 
usually attend the provincial confer¬ 
ence held in Edmonton every fall, but 
the national conference alternates 
between the west and east coast each 
year. This year’s conference will be 
held in Calgary in April. 

Janet Cornell, who is the adult 
coordinator and supervisor of the 
Double Trouble team as well as a 
family wellness worker at the school, 
said there are 35 members in the group 
and she would like all of them to 
attend. 

The three-day conference costs $415 
per person which includes meals and 
accommodations. 

Cornell said there will most likely 
be around 500 SADD teams attending 


front across the country. 

Double Trouble team members par¬ 
ticipate in events throughout the year 
to raise awareness about drinking ;utd 
driving, such its hosting guest speakers 
<utd participating in mock collisions. 

Team member Alex Young partici¬ 
pated in a mock collision in May and 
says she still hears from people about 
how much of an impact it had on them. 

Team members also recently wrote 
messages against drinking and driving 
on brown liquor bags and took them 
to liquor stores in Carstairs for staff 
members to bag purchases with. 

Students have also tried to get the 
message out by attending school 
dressed completely in white to portray 
they are ghosts and have been killed by 
drank drivers. 

Team members also sport clothing 
with the Double Trouble team logo to 
raise awareness in the school. 

“We just like to raise awareness 
about the dangers because lots of 
people in the school drink," said team 
member Tymara Reimer. 

Cornell said the conference would 
benefit the leant by bringing new ide;ts 
to the table. 

Students have been raising money to 
attend the conference through various 
events including Santa’s Gone Loony, 
The Steak Out and Neighbourhood 
Party. They have also been selling 
Purdy's chocolates and plan on doing 
a bottle drive early in the New Year. 

“But of course economic times are 
difficult right now and we are looking 
for sponsorship, for donations from 
local businesses, anywhere, to help 
us obtain a goal of going to this very 
important national conference," said 
Cornell. 

“We want to be part of it.” 

She is asking businesses to hire team 
members to do things like cook and 
serve lunches at events. 

“We give so much to the commun¬ 
ity, it woultl be a financial help if 
they could financially give back to us 
this way,” she said, adding registration 
starts in January.
